, 74—In pursuance of section 4 of the U^priitonal Councils Act, 1956 (103 of 1956)^ 

thd Central Government hereby makes the follovi^ing Order, namely 

1. This Order may be called the Dclimiiaiion of Territorial Council Constituencies (Manipur) 
Order, 1956. 

2. (i). The Union territory- of Manipur shall be divided into 30 constituencies for the purpose 

of election of members to the Territorial Council. 

(2^ One seat shall be allotted to each constituency.
